The following report was submitted by the Special Committee ap- 
pointed January 10, 1963 to visit the State Hospital at Warm Springs, the 
State Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galen, and the State Training School and 
Hospital at Boulder: 


To the President and members of the Senate of the 38th Legislative 
Assembly: 


We, your special committee appointed to appraise and evaluate the 
State Hospital and Training School at Boulder, the State Hospital at Warm 
Springs and the Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galen respectfully submit the 
following report: 


STATE HOSPITAL AND TRAINING SCHOOL 


The committee visited the Montana State Hospital and Training School 
January 11, 1963. There are 825 residents and 195 employees. The average 
age is above 30 years; 65% are older than 21, and 25% older than 40 years 
of age. There are now 310 on the waiting list which includes those that are 
to be transferred from Warm Springs. 
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Many of the 66 buildings are antiquated and not fire proof. The newer 
buildings, particularly the nursery, hospital and school, are adequate and 
well constructed, however, in some details not well planned. 


The farm dormitory and kitchen building is a fire hazard, is obsolete 
and should be replaced as early as possible. There is need for a new dairy 
facility. There is immediate need for more chicken houses in ordr to produce 
more eggs and chickens. The present farm machinery is in dire need of 
replacement. Additional funds should be provided in the budget for these 
purposes. Before a major building program is instituted there should be a 
study of needs, and coordination with other institutions. 


The school building is newly constructed and very adequate for a 
complete educational and vocational training facility. There are now 
six teachers in the instruction department. Only one is qualified by 
Montana standards. A real need for teachers with special education 
training is evident. There is a lack of adequate vocational training. There 
‘f a pesG for social workers to supervise trainees when released from 
the school. 


The hospital physical plant is adequate for care and treatment, 
however, there is disorganization of the medical staff. There is need 
for long term medical planning. As a temporary measure, there should 
be a medical director who is a physician-surgeon and who is interested 
in mental retardation. At least one-half of his professional time should 
be given to the care of the institution residents and he should be paid 
accordingly. The various consultants needed should be contracted for 
on a fee for service basis at a negotiated percentage of the Montana 
Medical Association fee schedule. The use of consultants should be ap- 
proved by the administrator. There is need for registered nurses, a physical 
therapist, a laboratory technician, and a part-time dietitian. Efforts to 
procure such personnel should be continued and increased if necessary, 
to procure such a staff. There is also need for additional attendants 
and maintenance staff. 


The food is adequate in quantity and quality. However, it could be 
greatly improved from a culinary standpoint. The present system of 
transporting food from the kitchen to the ward dining rooms is in pots 
that are inadequately covered and are transported in open carts. Food 
is cold before it reaches the building where it is to be served. Conversion 
to modern insulated or heated food containers would correct this. We 
recommend that corrective measures be taken immediately. 


In the past the Montana Hospital and Training School has been almost 
entirely a custodial institution as evidenced by the age of the residents. 
The administration at Boulder is highly desirous of carrying on a more 
modern and progressive program by retraining and rehabilitating all 
that are trainable so that they may be returned to their own communities 
and take their useful place in society. The administrator and staff should 
be encouraged to continue and develop this modern type of program. This 
institution, as well as other state institutions, are now undergoing a 
marked transition due to modern thinking in the care, treatment and 
rehabilitation of these unfortunate people. There is an obvious need to 
integrate and coordinate this institution with others by a competent 
administrative director who should assist the institution administrators 
in developing long range plans. 


We recommend that as many as possible of the mentally retarded 
children of the state be admitted to the Training School for a short period 
of time, preferably during the summer. This would provide opportunity 
for examination and evaluation of the child and afford relief for the 
family. Under such arrangement, many children would not be there 
continuously as has been the case in the past. Your committee recommends 
that provisions be made for such a program. 
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The Montana State Training School and Hospital should be markedly 
upgraded in many respects and this should be provided for in future 
budgets for this institution. 


STATE TUBERCLOSIS SANITARIUM 


Your committee visited the State Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galen, 
Tuesday, January 15, 1963. All Montanans can be proud of the Tuber- 
culosis Sanitarium. The physical plant and buildings are excellent. The 
capacity of the institution is more than 400 and the hospital itself will 
provide for 250 patients. The facilities for treatment and care are ex- 
cellent. It has well qualified and sufficient medical staff and attendants. 
They are caring for 120 tuberculars and 60 silicotics in the hospital. The 
decrease in the tuberculars in this institution, and in Montana as well, is 
primarily due to the progress of modern medicine and treatment. Due to 
changed mining methods, the incidence of silicosis in Montana can be 
reasonably expected to further decrease. The use of new drugs, the 
treatment available and the recalcitrant law, can be expected to further 
decrease the incidence of tuberculosis in Montana, as well as the death 
rate from tuberculosis. These factors should be given important considera- 
tion in future planning for this institution. 


There is evidence of increased cooperation and coordination among 
several of our state institutions. Patients from the prison and Warm 
Springs have been transferred to this hospital to benefit from the medical 
and surgical care afforded there. This program should be expanded 
because of the benefit to patients and the saving to taxpayers as well. 


Recently 50 residents, most of whom are over 40 years of age, and 
one who had been in Boulder over 56 years, were transferred from 
Boulder to a dormitory at Galen where they are doing surprisingly well. 
A few are improving so that it may be possible to discharge them to 
their families in time. 


The plan is to transfer another 100 residents from Boulder to Galen. 
This will be started at the beginning of the new fiscal year and com- 
pleted within 3 months. There are funds provided in the budget for the 
care and maintenance of these additional residents at Galen. The transfer 
of these residents is commendable and will greatly help to decrease the 
waiting list at Boulder. 


STATE HOSPITAL AT WARM SPRINGS 


Your committee visited the State Hospital at Warm Springs, Tuesday, 
January 15, 1968. There are presently 1620 patients. This has been a 
reduction from a maximum of 1980 a few years ago. Of those presently 
in the institution, approximately 400 are psychiatric patients. 


The physical plant shows improvement with the very fine new 
receiving hospital, as well as the central kitchen-dining facility. One 
of the older buildings has been nicely remodeled. Several others are in 
dire need of remodeling. Such renovation and remodeling would alleviate 
crowding in some sections. 


The section used for male alcoholics is badly in need of repair. Treat- 
ment of alcoholism is an important part of the hospital’s function, for 
a large percentage of the admissions is for the treatment of this disease. 
For many, the alcoholism is scondary to other psychiatric problems and 
these, likewise, are treated at this institution. The alcoholic program should 
oh cen at this hospital for the purpose of diagnosis as well as 
reatment. 


From 60 to 70 of the children now there are due to be transferred 
to eM teat soon as room becomes available and the nursery is activated 
and staffed. 
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The remainder of the children there are untrainable and require a 
large amount of special care. Increased staff is needed for them. 


A large percentage of the patients are residual from the past when 
there was inadequate staff and facilities and prior to the development of 
modern drugs, which are now available and now used. Many of these 
unfortunates have retrogressed so that they will be permanent residents 
at an institution. 


Although more than $100,000 per year is spent for drugs, it is an 
expenditure which is paying dividends. The admissions in the last 5 
years have more than tripled. However, with a more adequate staff 
and medication in the last few years, the discharges have exceeded the 
admissions. 


There are 10 psychiatrists, one of whom is Board qualified. However, 
he is the superintendent and has too little time to make use of his pro- 
fessional training. There is a need for more qualified psychiatrists and 
particularly for those trained in this country. There are administrative 
professional problems which would require more time and detailed study 
than is possible at this time. 


The investment in qualified medical personnel would be an investment 
that would pay good dividends. 


GENERAL SUMMARY 


The families who are well able to partly or wholly contribute to the 
cost of the institutional care of their dependents should be required to do 
so. However, the request for fees should not constitute a hardship to any 
family. 


The matter of collection of fees could be better handled by a central 
agency rather than by the individual institutions. Fees should be deposited 
in the general fund. Appropriations should come from the Legislature. 


There are many dedicated employees in these institutions whose loyalty 
should be recognized. 


There should be developed long range programs and coordinated utili- 
zation of available staff, equipment and facilities, thus giving each patient 
the best treatment and shelter the state has to offer. 


There is an obvious difference in the standards of our various insti- 
tutions. Those institutions which have had planning, adequate funds, 
and the advantage of recent medical developments have done well. Mon- 
tana would do better to accept the modern philosophy of institutional 
management which has been tried and proven in other states. This modern 
thinking includes adequate diagnosis, training, and treatment, so that the 
maximum number of patients may be improved and returned to their 
homes and communities. To do less would be deplorable.

disability under a workmen’s compensation law for specific injuries result- 
ing in the loss of a body member or the loss of the use thereof, or for cer- 
tain physical disfigurements, shall not disqualify a claimant for benefits;

disqualified for benefits during pregnancy and for sixty days (60) days

pose. The enacting clause of every bill shall be as follows: ‘Be it enacted 
by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana.’ ”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Special Committee appointed to examine the policies, methods 
and practices in the State Purchasing Department submitted the following 
report: 


Report of the Special Senate Investigating Committee Appointed to 
Examine the Policies, Procedures, and Methods Employed by the 
State Purchasing Department 

January 30, 19638 


We, your special committee, beg leave to report our conclusions and 
recommendations as a result of this investigation. 


For the convenience of the members of the Senate and to correlate 
our recommendations to Montana laws, as they now exist, our report has 
been prepared to, in each case, cite the actual law, followed by our recom- 
mendations as they pertain to that section of the code in considering the 
complaints received by the committee and possible solutions thereto. 


“82-1902. DUTIES OF STATE PURCHASING AGENT. The state 
purchasing agent shall, under restrictions of this act, have full and sole 
power and authority and it shall be his duty to contract for and purchase 
or direct and supervise the purchase and sale of all supplies of whatever 
nature necessary for the proper transaction of the business of each and 
every state department commission, board, institution or official. For the 
purpose of making such purchases and contracts the state purchasing 
agent shall be and is hereby made the purchasing agent of and for each 
and every state department, commission, board, institution and official.” 


The committee feels that the power and authority granted in the above 
statute places the purchasing agent in a dual role—not only as a centralized 
purchasing agent for the state of Montana, but as purchasing agent for 
each and every state department, commission, board, institution and indi- 
vidual. 


This should assure complete liaison between the originators of a re- 
quisition and the concluding authority for the requisition. There appears 
to be a lack of implementation as to the intent of this statute. 


“82-1903. MAINTENANCE OF WAREHOUSES. The state pur- 
chasing agent shall have the power and authority to maintain warehouses 
and to rent or lease, or construct the same, and to issue such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary for the proper and economical conduct of 
the business of the state purchasing agent.” 
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The purchasing agent in his report to the governor for the period 
1961-1962 recommends the legislature consider the construction of a ware- 
house, possibly at the state prison. The committee feels that adequate 
authority is vested in the purchasing agent under the above statute without 
further consideration by the legislative body, other than providing the 
funds ncessary upon request of the purchasing agent through the budget 
director. 


“82-1906. CONTRACTS FOR PRINTING AND SUPPLIES. The 
state purchasing agent shall have exclusive power to contract for all print- 
ing and to purchase, sell, or otherwise dispose of, or to authorize, regulate 
and control the purchase, sale or other disposition of, all materials and 
supplies, service, equipment, or other physical property of every kind, 
required by any state institution or by any department of the state govern- 
ment; and to purchase or cause to be purchased all needed commissary 
supplies, and all raw material and tools necessary for any manufacturing 
carried on at any of said institutions; and to sell all manufactured articles, 
and collect the money for the same, and generally to regulate and control 
all purchases by any department of the state government, or by any state 
institution; and also to furnish, repair, and maintain the executive residence 
for the governor. The state purchasing agent shall remit to the state 
treasurer all moneys received from the sale of property belonging to the 
re of Montana, said moneys to be by the treasurer credited to the general 
und. 


The Committee recommends that the state purchasing agent, through 
his powers to promulgate rules and regulations regarding printing, should 
design them to conform with existing statutes, dictating uniformity in 
size and type of biennial reports and should work in close cooperation with 
department heads to the fulfillment of these requirements. 


“82-1908. AGENT MAY REQUIRE TESTS. The state purchasing 
agent shall have the authority to require any department of the state of 
Montana or of any of the educational institutions of the state to perform 
any tests as may be required by the state purchasing department for the 
better information of the state purchasing department in determining the 
character and quality of the articles and commodities to be purchased and 
used by the state.” 


The committee recommends that more extensive use be made of testing 
facilities available in other departments of state government to assist in 
establishing a program designed to afford substitutions of equal quality 
when competitive bidding is employed prior to contracting for purchase. 


Extreme care and consideration should be given by the purchasing 
agent to eliminating an existing practice of confining a bid to a specific 
brand name item or specifications that will confine the availability of an 
article to a particular brand, thus indirectly destroying the spirit of com- 
petitive bidding. 


“82.1911. PROPERTY RETURNS. All persons in charge of any 
state property, must, upon request of the state purchasing agent, furnish 
him with a sworn statement of all personal property in his possession or 
under his charge belonging to the state of Montana together with an esti- 
mate of the value thereof, and must also furnish such other information 
in connection therewith, as the state purchasing agent shall require.” 


“82-1912. INVENTORY—PROPERTY TO BE CHARGED TO PER- 
SONS RECEIVING. From the report so made to the state purchasing 
agent, he must on or before June 30th, 1923, prepare a complete inventory 
for each state department, office, board, commission or institution, of all 
personal property belonging to the state of Montana, in charge or posses- 
sion of such department, office, board, commission and institution, each 
such inventory to show in detail the estimated value of the items embraced 
therein, and each state department, office, board, commission and institu- 
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tion must be charged with all items of personal property and all other per- 
sonal property thereafter placed at the disposal of any such state depart- 
ment, office, board, commission and institution, and shall be credited with 
all worn out, used, lost, injured or destroyed property from time to time, 
us may be reported to the state purchasing agent, and shall be held res- 
ponsible for all items of personal property not accounted for.” 


“89.1918. ADVERTISING FOR BIDS REQUIRED—LOW BIDDER 
TO RECEIVE CONTRACT. The state purchasing agent in making pur- 
chase of supplies and equipment under the provisions of this act, or under 
the laws of the state of Montana must advertise as hereinafter provided, 
and award contracts in the name of the state of Montana for such supplies 
and equipment to the lowest responsible bidder, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided.” 


“89-1914. SALE OF STATE PROPERTY AND” PRODUCTS **OF 
STATE INSTITUTIONS. The state purchasing agent shall have exclusive 
power, subject to the consent and approval of the governor, to sell, or 


otherwise. dispose of, or to authorize the sale or other disposition of, all 
materials and supplies, service, equipment, or other personal property of 
every kind now owned by the state of Montana, but not needed or used by 
any state institutions or by any department of the state government; and 
to sell all articles, produce or crops produced, manufactured, made or grown 
in any state institution and to collect the money for same, except such 
portion of such articles, produce or crops as may be used or consumed in 
such institution; each state institution shall keep and submit to the state 
purchasing agent, at least once each year or oftener (sic) if demanded, a 
list of such articles, produce or crops used or consumed therein and if any 
part thereof has theretofore been inventoried, as in this act hereinbefore 
provided, then such institution shall be given credit therefor. The state 
purchasing agent shall remit to the state treasurer all moneys received 
from the sale of property belonging to the state of Montana, said moneys 
to be by the treasurer credited to the general fund. True and correct lists 
of all articles, produce and crops sold with the names of the purchasers, 
their addresses and sums received therefor, shall be prepared and kept 
on file in the office of the state purchasing agent, which list shall at all 
times be subject to inspection by the public.” 


The committee feels there is adequate authority, again, for the state 
purchasing agent to call for and demand a complete inventory of all state 
properties. Such inventory should be current; items in surplus should be 
determined as such by the purchasing agent and the department heads, and 
arrangements for disposal should be made periodically by the purchasing 
agent, to conform with the statutes. 


“53-508. DUTIES OF STATE CONTROLLER. All requisitions for 
automobiles shall be submitted to the state controller twice yearly at such 
times as he may specify and no other requisitions for automobile purchases 
shall be accepted by him, unless the governor shall deem such purchase 
to be an emergency necessity. 


All automobile operating history records shall be entered in the office 
of the state controller, such records to include the purchase price of the 
vehicle and items of expense incurred in the operation of the vehicle to 
include gas, oil, repairs, labor, storage, and service. A complete summary 
of the operating cost and history record of state-owned automobiles and 
trucks shall be prepared for each fiscal year.” 


The committee recommends that automobile maintenance records be 
required on all state vehicles and that purchases of automotive equipment 
be handled as set forth in the above statute. 


The committee further recommends that consideration be given to 
sale by public auction of automotive equipment to be replaced, rather than 
trading such equipment in on new vehicles. This selling practice is used 
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successfully by other states and the federal government and the committee, 
in response to complaints received, would recommend such a procedure be 
initiated to compare the revenues derived between the two methods of 
selling. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


(1) After consulting with the administrator of the Liquor Control 
Board and reviewing the procedures being followed by that board in their 
purchasing, it is the recommendation of this committee that, other than 
the outright purchase of the commodities to be resold, all purchasing of 
every nature, without exception, should be performed by the state pur- 
chasing department for this board in the same manner as prescribed in 
the statutes for all other boards, departments, commissions, institutions or 
officials of the state of Montana. 


(2) Montana laws regarding purchasing, for the most part, are clearly 
and adequately written. The statutes define and require many duties which 
are not being fulfilled by the state purchasing department, primarily due 
to lack of funds in the budget for an adequate staff and lack of suitable 
quarters to house the staff. 


The annual report of the controller to the governor for 1961-1962 
shows extremely low cost of operation in relationship to the $12-$14 million 
annually expended by this department. It is therefore the recommendation 
of this committee that the budget for this department be increased suf- 
ficiently to provide efficiency in execution of the many functions of the 
department and to assure full compliance with the requirements of existing 
Montana laws, all for the benefit of the people of the state. 


(3) It is a further recommendation of this committee that manuals 
of purchasing procedures and specifications be compiled immediately and 
distributed at the earliest possible time to all departments of the state 
government, and that the procedures outlined be adhered to as strictly 
as practicable to further assure the efficient operation of the state purchas- 
ing department. 


(4) The committee further recommends that some method be adopted 
to supply bidders with abstracts of bids in cases where feasible to eliminate 
any confusion arising from awards of bids and to provide current informa- 
tion on bidding results to all interested persons.

House Bill No. 190, introduced by Keller, Seymour, Holtz, Selstad, 
Northey: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 23-1611, 
R.C.M., 1947, relating to voting machines; providing that the period of 
time during which a voting machine must remain sealed and locked after 
an election shall be reduced from thirty (30) days to five (5) days when 
a machine is used in any municipal primary nominating election; providing 
for an effective date.” Referred to Committee on Constitution, Elections 
and Federal Relations.

House Bill No. 209, introduced by Hawks: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act authorizing the board of county commissioners of any county to 
designate portions of county roads as emergency areas if required by 
public health, safety, or convenience; providing for public notice thereof; 
providing the emergency area be designated with adequate signs; author- 
izing the board of control classes of traffic therein; prohibiting any live- 
stock from entering such emergency area; authorizing county to impound 
any livestock found in such emergency area; providing that livestock im- 
pounded shall be treated as estrays under the provisions of 46-1001 to 
46-1004, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947; and providing an effective 
date for such act.” Referred to Committee on Local Government. 


House Bill No. 221, introduced by Smith, Woodard, Rosell, Eskildsen, 
Rehberg: A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to amend section 94-35-204 
of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, to include therein horse, mule, 
mare, colt, foal, filly and lamb.” Referred to Committee on Stockgrowing 
and Grazing. 


House Bill No. 226, introduced by Kvaalen: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to amend section 75-1632, R.C.M., 1947, by deleting from 
subsection 11 the authority and duty of the trustees to provide clothing 
and medical aid for indigent children when it shall be made to appear 
that such aid is needed.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 283, introduced by Tooke, Mathers: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to authorize the Montana Livestock Commission, 
upon petition of fifty-one percent (51%) of the sheep raisers owning 
fifty-one percent (51%) of the sheep in any county of the state, to require 
a permit for the removal of sheep from such county; providing for the 
form and issuance of such permits; providing that it shall be a misde- 
meanor to remove sheep from such a county without a permit; and pro- 
viding for the manner of removing the requirement for such a permit.” 
Referred to Committee on Stockgrowing and Grazing. 


House Bill No. 291, introduced by Wayrynen, Reinecke, Gill, Tracy: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 26-301, R.C.M., 
1947, by removing the prohibition against using salmon eggs, salmon 
span or imitations as bait for fishing.” Referred to Committee on Fish 
an ame.

A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana registering opposi- 
tion to the proposed merger of the Great Northern; Northern Pacific; Chi- 
cago Burlington and Quincy; and the Spokane, Portland and Seattle rail- 
roads. 


Whereas, the economy of Montana is largely based upon production of 
raw materials that are moved by rail transportation to marketing areas, and 


Whereas, curtailment of freight service would have a disastrous effect 
upon the economy of the state, and 


Whereas, the applicant railroads in Finance Docket 21478 testified that 
after merger freight traffic from Billings eastbound, would be reduced 63.7 
percent, and westbound through Laurel the freight traffic would be reduced 
53 percent, and 


Whereas, the Montana Board of Railroad Commissioners, other elected 
officials of the state of Montana, and many shippers appeared before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission Hearing Examiner and protested granting 
of the application in the finance docket cited above, and 


Whereas, Montana shippers in testifying before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Examiner cited instances where curtailment of freight 
service specifically proposed by the applicant railroads would work a hard- 
ship on their business or industry detrimental to the economy of Montana, 
and 


Whereas, these are highly profitable railroads with continuous divi- 
dends paid from 1943 or longer with the dividend returns during the past 5 
years an equivalent return on market price per share of five percent for the 
Northern Pacific, more than six percent for the Great Northern, and seven 
and one-half percent for the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, and 
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; Whereas, the Great Northern and Northern Pacific Railroads own 
Baines (98) percent of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad, 
and, 


Whereas, said two Northern railroads previously attempted a merger 
which application was considered by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
as a merger which would have resulted in a decided loss of railroad competi- 
tion for a large area of the United States, and 


Whereas, the applicant railroads are very strongly in the motor carrier 
transportation business themselves and consolidation would tend to decrease 
competition within Montana in this form of transportation. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That the Senate of Montana hereby registers opposition to the proposed 
merger of the Great Northern; Northern Pacific; Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy; and the Spokane, Portland and Seattle railroads.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
DR. EVON L. ANDERSON 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly 
record with honor, the death of Dr. Evon L. Anderson, a distinguished and 
former member of this body, on the 24th day of January, 1962, at the age of 
sixty-two years, at Fort Benton, Montana; and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the high and excellent achieve- 
ments of the late Senator Evon L. Anderson be filed on the official records 
of this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator Evon L. Anderson was born on the 11th day of November, 
1899, at Sheridan, Oregon where he spent his early life. He completed his 
high school education in Wieser, Idaho, premedical training at the University 
of Oregon, and graduated from Jefferson Medical College, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. 
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Senator Evon L. Anderson arrived in Montana July 1, 1924, serving 
internship at Murray Hospital in Butte. On January 1, 1925, he established 
his practice at Fort Benton. He was a highly respected physician and sur- 
geon serving as county physician and county health officer for Chouteau 
County. 


Senator Evon L. Anderson was a member of the Republican Party and 
served in the Senate of the Montana Legislature from 1951 to 1955. He was 
noted for his interest in legislation pertaining to education. He also served 
on the Fort Benton school district board of trustees. 


Senator Evon L. Anderson was a member of the Episcopal Church; a 
member and Master of the Fort Benton Lodge Twenty-five AF & AM, and 
Scottish Rites, the American Legion and a charter member of the Fort 
Benton Kiwanis Club. He was also a member of both the American and 
Montana Medical Associations and the Great Northern Railway Surgeons 
Association. 


Senator Evon L. Anderson is survived by his devoted wife, Fern, three 
daughters, Mrs. Edward (Maxine) E. Beveridge, Billings, Montana; Mrs. 
James (Shirley) Hardy, Minneapolis, Minnesota; and Betty Anderson, a 
student at Montana State University; several grandchildren, and a sister 
Mrs. J. F. Ellersich, Spokane, Washington. He was preceded in death by a 
son, Evon Lucian Anderson, Jr. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Senate of the Thirty- 
eighth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, that we express 
hereby our high esteem and respect to the memory of the beloved and 
honorable Evon L. Anderson and extend to the members of his family our 
sincere sympathy in their great and irreparable loss.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE ROSWELL HUGH ANDERSON 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly record the passing of 
Roswell H. Anderson, a distinguished and former member of this body, on 
the 26th day of March 1962, at the age of fifty-nine years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Roswell H. Anderson be placed on record 
in this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator Roswell H. Anderson was born April 19, 1903, in Fairmont, 
Minnesota, the son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Robert Anderson. When he was 
three years old he moved with his parents to Wibaux, where he was raised 
and received his education. He was a resident of Wibaux County for 56 years. 
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On April 12, 1948, he married Miss Helen Fuhs in Billings. Others sur- 
~ viving include his stepmother, Mrs. Helen M. Anderson of Wibaux, a sister, 
Mrs. Walter (Elaine) Hubble, Beach, North Dakota and three brothers, 
M. A. Anderson of Minneapolis, Howard A. Anderson of LaGrande, Oregon 
and Donald R. Anderson of Wibaux, Montana. 


He was one of the county’s most diligent farmer-ranchers. He contrib- 
uted much toward the development of the county, serving on numerous 
boards and committees in the county, state and nationally. He was ap- 
pointed by President Eisenhower to the National Agricultural Advisory 
Commission in 1955 and served two successive three-year terms in that 
capacity. 


He was appointed to the Senate in 1956 to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Senate Oscar Nesvig. He was elected to the Senate in 1959 and 
again in 1961, serving as Senator from Wibaux County until his death. 


He was a member of the Wibaux Methodist Church, Wibaux Lodge 
AF & AM serving that body as worshipful master in 1932 and 1947. He was 
a Past Patron of Wibaux Chapter, Order of Eastern Star. 


WHEREAS, the honor and esteem in which Roswell H. Anderson was 
held is best expressed in the words of one of his many friends, W. W. Strange. 


“There never was a person who felt unwanted, uncomfortable, or be- 
littled in his presence. No man could extend a warmer hand or offer a more 
cordial greeting. No man was so much at ease with people—the elite of 
Washington, D.C. or a group of cowboys on the range. These are the marks 
of a man. They required no extension of effort. They were a part of him. 
They were the substance of his convictions. He loved people; he served them 
nobly. He loved as God commands us to love. He understood as God desires 
us to understand. He spoke often, but listened more. He knew he had the 
right to speak and he never denied another this right. He spoke softly but 
meaningfully. Men listened—men acted; men respected his wisdom. He was 
a leader. 


“We of this place, will miss him. The world has lost a man of stature. 
This world, torn by violence, hate, and greed desperately needs more men 
like him, a genuine American. As I look across the way to the land he loved, 
I see a setting sun. Seeing this wonder of nature, I am again reminded that 
there is really no setting sun. Somewhere on this Earth there is light. Like- 
wise, there is no setting sun on a great man’s life; and he was a great man. 
His love; his kindness; his faith and wisdom; his life, will serve as a beacon 
for us to follow. We in turn will reflect much of this light to others. The 
world then will become a brighter place, a better place, because he has been 
with us. Thank God he passed this way. Thank God for Roswell Anderson.”

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
LARS ANGVICK 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret and deep sorrow that the members 
of the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-eighth Legislative 
Assembly record the passing of Lars Angvick, a former and very dis- 
tinguished member of this body, on the 2nd day of October, 1961, only one 
day short of his 81st birthday. His passing is noted with deep regret both 
by the residents of Sheridan County and by all those persons in the state 
who knew and respected him. 


WHEREAS, it is proper and fitting that the distinguished record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Lars Angvick be placed on the official 
records of this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted. 


Senator Lars Angvick was born in Appleton, Wisconsin, on October 3, 
1880, the second of nine children born to Ole and Karen Angvick. He gained 
his education in a small country school and then entered the University of 
Wisconsin Agricultural School. While in Wisconsin, he played on the base- 
ball team, was a member of the University band, and gained fame as a 
baritone soloist. 


Life was not always generous to Senator Angvick. When he was fifteen 
‘years old his father died, and being the eldest son, Lars assumed the re- 
sponsibilities of head of the family. With help from the other children he 
managed the farm raising tobacco and engaging in dairying. While a youth, 
he was a member of McFarland Lutheran Church where he sang in the 
choir. He was also interested in hunting, playing baseball, trapping, and 
invented a “trap bracget’” which he patented and sold for one dollar per 
dozen. His skill at hunting was rewarded by his winning of silver cups and 
gold medals at trap shooting events in Wisconsin. 


On October 21, 1919, he was united in marriage with Beatrice Wisnen- 
sen, and the couple spent their honeymoon visiting his brother, Carl, who 
was homesteading in Montana. One year later the young couple moved to 
Montana, and his fondest dream was realized when he acquired a farm of 
his own. 


To the marriage were born five children, Mrs. Bruce Morris (Cora) of 
Marshall, Arkansas; Mrs. Robert Friedrick (Lucille) of Antelope, Montana; 
John Angvick of Bellingham, Washington; Mrs. Clyde Hughes (Hazel) also 
of Bellingham, Washington, and Edward Angvick who resides on the home 
farm at Reserve, Montana. 


Senator Angvick was interested in a wide variety of community affairs. 
He helped organize the 4-H Club at Reserve and was the leader for livestock 
raising for years. He introduced purebred Holstein milk cows from Wisconsin, 
and some of the descendants of this stock are still in Sheridan County. He 
also helped organize, and became a director of, the Farmers’ Elevator at 
Reserve, and helped to organize the Community Oil Company at Reserve and 
the Medicine Lake Oil Company at Medicine Lake, Montana. 


The late Senator was an avid baseball fan, and he played on and 
coached the local team. He was also widely known as a popular umpire for 
many years. For further recreation and sport, he maintained a keen interest 
in hunting ducks, pheasant, and grouse—being an excellent marksman. 


In 1928 the late Senator was elected to the Montana House of Repre- 
sentatives on the Republican ticket. In 1930 he was elected to the Senate 
from Sheridan County, and he served in that capacity for twelve years. The 
late Senator sponsored a memorial to Congress for the Domestic Allotment 
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Act and the refinancing of farm mortgages. He was also the chief sponsor 
of a bill to create the Milk Control Board. 


Senator Angvick became a champion of aid for the struggling farmers 
during the depression years of the thirties and the ensuing “Dust Bowl” 
era. Through his persistent efforts the act for the Montana Soil Conservation 
Service was passed in 1939. Because of this act, Senator Angvick was appro- 
priately known as the father of soil conservation in Montana. 


In 1937, Senator Angvick began modifying his own farm to make it a 
model for the community and the state. Every acre of his land was under 
contour strips with all other conservation practices applied. It is probable 
that he had the first contour strips in the state other than demonstration 
projects. 


Senator Angvick was a member of the Sons of Norway lodge at Ante- 
lope, a member of the Plentywood Lions Club, a member of the Purebred 
Holstein Associations of Montana and Wisconsin, a member of the Free 
Lutheran Church of Eden Valley, a member of the Isaac Walton League, a 
member of the Odd Fellows Lodge, and a member of the Scandanavian 
Fraternity of America. 


The late Senator was very active in management of his farm until th 
last years of his life when he was too ill. He loved to garden and won many 
prizes at the Sheridan County Harvest Festival for his displays of flowers 
ys vegetables. He also liked to play cards and visit with his friends in 

eserve. 


Senator Angvick was preceded in death by his beloved wife, Beatrice. 
He is survived by his five children; one sister, Ann Angvick of Plentywood; 
and by twenty-three grandchildren.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
Ss. C. ARNOLD 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-Eighth Legislative Assembly 
record the passing of 8S. C. Arnold, a distinguished and former member of 
this body, on the 21st day of March, 1961, at the age of seventy-seven years, 
at his home near Carlsbad, California. 
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WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator S. C. Arnold be placed on record in 
this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby noted. 


Senator S. C. Arnold was born on the 29th day of March, 1884, in Mound 
Ridge, Kansas, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Philip Arnold. After early schooling 
in the public schools of Kansas, Senator Arnold attended McPherson College 
in Kansas where he received his Bachelor’s degree and went on to obtain 
a Master’s degree and a Doctorate in Pharmacy at Varparaiso University 
in Indiana. Following his formal education, Senator Arnold taught at the 
Chicago Business College for one year. He then became the owner and 
operator of a drug store in Hudson, Kansas. Interested in politics, he served 
as a delegate for Kansas at the Republican National Convention. He also 
served four years in the Kansas National Guard. 


Senator Arnold came to Montana in 1915 and purchased a ranch in 
Stillwater County, where he farmed until 1948, when he moved to Finley 
Point in Flathead County. 


Senator Arnold was married to the former Laura Witt of Hudson, 
Kansas, who survives him. He is also survived by a son, Benjamin Russell 
Arnold who operates the family ranch. 


Senator Arnold, a Republican, served in the House of Representatives of 
the Montana Legislature for the 1927, 1929 and 1931 sessions. In 1932 he 
was the Republican Lieutenant Governor nominee, running unsuccessfully 
on the ticket with Frank A. Hazelbaker. When an elected member of the 
House of Representatives became too ill to attend the 1933 session, he repre- 
sented Stillwater County as a non-voting member. He served in the Senate 
of the Montana Legislature from 19385 until 1949. While Senate president 
pro tem, he acted briefly as Governor. Governor J. Hugo Aronson appointed 
Senator Arnold Secretary of State on the 30th day of June, 1955. Senator 
Arnold was a delegate from Montana to the Republican National Convention 
and chairman of the Montana delegation in 1948. Throughout his public and 
private life, Senator S. C. Arnold was well known for his sincerity of purpose 
and his determination to better serve those whom he represented. 


Senator Arnold was a member of the Lutheran Evangelical Church, the 
Masonic Order, Rapelje Lodge No. 122, AF & AM and AI Bedoo Shrine.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
H. W. BATEMAN, M.D. 


WHEREAS, it is with a deep feeling of loss that the members of the 
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Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-Eighth Legislative Assembly 
record the passing of Doctor Howard William Bateman, a former member 
of this body, at his Glen Willow home three and one-half miles north of 
Choteau, on the 11th day of April, 1961, at the age of eighty-two; and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that we as a body do mention his 
accomplishments and make a report thereof: 


Senator Bateman was born in Lexington Village, Minnesota, on the 28rd 
day of January, 1879. He started school before he was four years old and at 
fourteen passed the Minnesota Teachers Examination; being awarded a 
Teachers Certificate at age eighteen. He entered the Teachers College in 
Mankato and studied there two years. 


When the Spanish-American War began, Senator Bateman enlisted in 
the Minnesota Volunteer Infantry—and many years later his military ex- 
perience was extended by service to his country as a Captain, United States 
Infantry Medical Corps in World War I. Following the Spanish-American 
War, he returned to his studies at Mankato and prepared to enter the 
University of Iowa Medical School. Upon graduation from Medical School, 
he headed west where he settled at Augusta, Montana, and where, on July 
3, 1907, he opened a medical practice. 


In 1908, Senator Bateman married Effie Helen Schultz of Iowa, and to 
this union, two children were born, Mrs. George (Helen) Sexton of Great 
Falls, Montana and Howard W. (Bill) Bateman, Jr., of Choteau, Montana; 
Mrs. Effie Bateman died in 1937. 


After two years in Augusta, Senator Bateman moved to Choteau, Mon- 
tana, where he continued the practice of medicine and where, following the 
death of Mrs. Effie Bateman, he married Elizabeth Sadlier of Little Rock, 
Arkansas. He maintained his medical practice in Choteau until going into 
semi-retirement in 1957. 


On his birthday, January 23, 1960, the City of Choteau paid tribute to 
Senator Bateman in a gathering to honor his fifty years of continuous serv- 
ice to the community and country. Senator Bateman served his people well 
in many ways. He was active on school boards; served on Choteau’s City 
Council and as Mayor. He was a member of Cascade County Medical Society, 
the State Medical Society, the Americal Medical Society and served on the 
Montana State Board of Medical Examiners, as well as City Physician of 
Choteau, Teton County Health Officer and Physician and Teton County 
Athletic Director. 


His civic activities included charter memberships, presidency and direct- 
orship of Choteau Lions Club as well as District Governorship of District 
387C Lions International and President of Teton County’s “Oldest Settler” 
organization. Fraternally, he was associated with the American Legion, 
The Order of Odd Fellows and Moose Lodge. He was a member of the 
Masonic Order, joining the Blue Lodge in 1909 as a member of Choteau 
Lodge No. 44 A.F. & A.M., and he belonged to the Teton Chapter No. 25 
Royal Arch Masons, Bethany Commandery No. 19, and K. T. Algeria Shrine 
of Helena, Montana. He was long an official board member of the Choteau 
Methodist Church. 


Dr. Bateman was elected State Senator from Teton County and served 
as a Republican Senator in the Legislative Sessions of 1941 and 1943. 


The record of Senator Bateman’s life is an outstanding record of dedi- 
cated service to his fellow man; and the high esteem in which he was held 
by all who knew him make invaluable his final act for the good of his people, 
when his parting message, taped shortly before and in anticipation of death, 
was delivered at his funeral. In the message, this fine man condensed his 
learnings of a long life into three brief statements and gave them as a guide 
to human happiness, as follows: 
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1. Selfishness and jealousy cause more unhappiness in this world of 
ours than anything else. 


2. The Golden Rule: “Do unto others as you would have them do unto 
you,” should always be kept in mind. 


3. One of the most beautiful sayings that Christ left with us is, “It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” 


Senator Bateman is survived by his wife, Elizabeth, of Choteau; his son, 
Howard, also of Choteau; his daughter, Mrs. George Sexton of Great Falls; 
a sister, Mrs. Bert Hazle of Alden, Minnesota; and a brother, E. C. Bateman 
of Chicago, Illinois.

Thomas H. Burke was born on February 7, 1886, in Sheldon, North 
Dakota, the son of Mr. and Mrs. John H. Burke. He attended Valley City 
Teachers College and was permanent president of the class of 1905. In 1908 
he graduated from the University of North Dakota where he was active in 
sports, playing basketball, football, and tennis. 


He was superintendent of schools in Bow Bells, North Dakota, and later 
practiced law in Minnewauken, North Dakota. The late Senator was united 
in marriage to Effie Lindstrom on August 4, 1910, in Oberon, North Dakota. 
He was states attorney for Benson County from 1912 to 1916. After moving 
to Hardin, Montana, in 1917, he served his nation during World War I, and 
aa eon to Hardin and was county attorney for Big Horn County from 

26 to 0. 


Senator Burke moved to Billings in 1931, and eight years later he was 
elected state senator from Yellowstone County, a position he held until 
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1949. While serving as a state senator, he authorized many measures of 
benefit to Montana and represented Yellowstone County with great distinc- 
tion. 


During the time Senator Burke represented Yellowstone County in the 
Senate, he was a member of the Committee on Fairs and Expositions, Cor- 
porations Other than Municipal, Federal Relations, Finance and Claims, 
Roads and Highways, Committees, Public Buildings, Reorganization, Appor- 
tionment and Representation, and he was Chairman of the Committee on 
Irrigation and Water Rights, Chairman of the Committee on Water Conser- 
vation, Chairman of the Committee on State Boards and Offices, Chairman 
of the Committee on Intergovernmental Cooperation, and also Vice Chair- 
man of the Committees on Judiciary and on Rules. He was majority leader 
in the Senate during the 1947 session, and was the Republican candidate 
for lieutenant governor in 1948. 


Senator Burke was active in many public endeavors, being a member 
of the Phi Delta Phi fraternity, the Masonic Lodge, the Shrine, the Elks, 
the Yellowstone Bar Association, the Montana Bar Association, and the 
American Bar Association. His competency in law is attested to by his ad- 
mission to the bar in North Dakota and Montana and to practice before the 
Supreme Courts in those two states, admission to practice before the United 
States Supreme Court and the Interstate Commerce Commission.

EARL E. CLARK 


WHEREAS, it is with deep sorrow that the members of the Senate of 
the State of Montana of the Thirty-Eighth Legislative Assembly record 
the passing of Earl E. Clark, a distinguished and former member of this 
body. 
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WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding and distin- 
guished record and accomplishments of the late Senator Earl E. Clark be 
placed on record in this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his 
career are hereby noted: 


Senator Earl E. Clark was born October 23, 1894, in East Cove, Mocow, 
Idaho, to James Whitcomb Clark and Lizzy Hawley Clark. He attended the 
rural schools in Idaho and Washington, and worked in the harvest fields in 
the Palouse wheat country to secure funds for a business training at Kinman 
Business College in Spokane, Washington. He also took additional time for 
barber training. 


Senator Earl E. Clark arrived in Montana, at Roundup, in the spring 
of 1914, and worked for ranchers and in a sawmill in Musselshell County 
until he secured sufficient funds to file on a homestead. He then sent for 
Miss Florence Haney of Chehalis, Washington, and they were married at 
Lewistown, Montana, June 28, 1915, and immediately moved on their home- 
stead. Two children, who survived, were born of this marriage. Mrs. Verne 
Martin of Anchorage, Alaska and Mrs. Clarence Evans of Lavina, Montana. 


For forty-five years he was a very successful rancher in Central Mon- 
tana—and was recognized as an authority on range management and con- 
servation of the soil. His advice was constantly sought and he addressed 
many statewide organizations on problems pertaining to the ranching 
industry. 


Senator Clark also served for many years on various school boards, was 
active in all civic and community affairs, re-activating the entire area into 
the local rodeos for which central Montana is well known and also served on 
many so-called grass root committees on educational research and related 
problems of education. Although he came here as a young man, he considered 
Montana his native state, and he constantly worked for its good. 


In 1947, he was elected to the House of Representatives and also served 
in the sessions of 1949, 1951, and 1955. He was elected to the Montana Senate 
in 1956, and served in the sessions of 1957, and 1959. With regret, he declined 
to run in 1960. His chief activities and achievements were in the field of 
education, welfare, safety and research for new uses of coal, and as he aptly 
said many times, anything relating to the greatest good for the greatest 
number of people. 


He was a member of the Loyal Order of Moose, Farmers Union, Grange, 
and several educational citizen’s committees. 


He was married to the former Dorothy McLenigan of Butte, who shared 
his active interests in education. They moved to Vida, Oregon, in 1960, 
where he continued his interest in politics and education until his death. 


He was a friendly man, and had a multitude of friends. His departure 
created a large void in central Montana, and his good judgment and un- 
selfish service is sorely missed.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
FREDERICK T. DELL 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Senate 
of the State of Montana of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly record 
the passing of Frederick T. Dell, a former member of this body, on the 21st 
day of June, 1962, at Portland, Oregon, at the age of eighthy-three years. 


Senator Dell was born January 24, 1879 in London, England, and in 
that country gained his formal education in the Public Schools. In 1900 he 
married a London girl, Elinor Nora Cogswell at Croydon, England, and to- 
gether they immigrated to the Dominion of Canada, settling in Alberta 
where their three sons were born. On July 4, 1912, Senator Dell and his 
family emigrated from Canada to the United States, crossing the border at 
Sweetgrass, Montana and settling near Joplin, Montana, where they raised 
their family of three sons, Frederick Ernest, Kenneth N. and Leslie A. Two 
sons, Leslie A. Dell of Madras, Oregon and Frederick Ernest Dell of Port- 
land, Oregon, are the only survivors. 


At Joplin, Montana, Senator Dell first engaged in farming and later 
added to his activities by entering the grain business, owning and operating 
a grain elevator in Joplin until the year 1925. He carried more than his full 
share of community burdens, holding positions of trust and esteem as school 
trustee and Secretary of the Community Club. Senator Dell was a member 
of the Episcopal Church and was fraternally associated with the Order of 
Odd Fellows. 


Senator Dell, a Democrat, served as a State Senator representing 
Liberty County in the Sessions of 1925 and 1927, wherein he made valuable 
contributions to the good of this state. His legislative service included 
membership on the committees of Printing, Engrossed Bills, Military Af- 
fairs, Public Lands, and the Committee of Counties and Towns. 


The record of Senator Dell’s many services for the benefit of this, his 
adopted land, make plain the fact that here was an outstanding good citizen 
who fought the good fight for his family, his neighbors, his community and 
his state.

SENATE MEMORIAL TO THE MEMORY OF THE HONORABLE ZALES 

N. ECTON, FORMER UNITED STATES SENATOR, FORMER MON- 

TANA STATE SENATOR, FORMER MEMBER OF THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES AND DISTINGUISHED MONTANAN. 


WHEREAS, it is with deep regret and sincere sorrow that the members 
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of the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-Eighth Legislative 
Assembly record the passing of Zales N. Ecton, on March 3, 1961, a dis- 
tinguished and former member of the Montana House of Representatives, 
the Montana Senate, and the United States Senate, and 


WHEREAS, it is appropriate that the distinguished record and ac- 
complishments of the late Senator Ecton be recorded on the journal of this 
Assembly, and the following facts regarding his career are hereby noted. 


Senator Zales N. Ecton was born near Weldon, Iowa, on April 1, 1898, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Aaton Smith Ecton. With his parents, he came to 
Montana at the age of eight, and the family lived near Belgrade, later mov- 
ing to a ranch south and west of Bozeman. 


As a boy, he helped his father on the ranch and he later operated a dry 
land wheat ranch of some one thousand acres. Senator Ecton thus learned 
the practical aspects of the Montana agricultural economy. 


The late Senator Ecton attended Gallatin rural schools and graduated 
from Gallatin County High School in 1916. He attended Montana State Col- 
lege for three years and the University of Chicago Law School for one year. 
While at Montana State College, he joined the local fraternity which later 
became Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 


After serving in the infantry during World War I, the late Senator 
Ecton returned to Bozeman, and on November 25, 1920 he married Vera 
Harris, daughter of an old time Bozeman family. They moved to the Ecton 
ranch south of Manhattan where they lived until moving to Bozeman in 
1958. 


Senator Ecton’s keen interest in community life is well illustrated by 
his membership in the Grand Avenue Christian Church; he was a past 
master of Manhattan Lodge No. 59, AF & AM; past worthy patron, Sweet 
Briar Chapter No. 49, Order of the Eastern Star; a member of Algeria Shrine 
of Helena; the Scottish Rite of Livingston; Gallatin Post No. 14, American 
Legion; the Farm Bureau; the Montana Stockgrowers Association; the 
Gallatin Shrine; the Legion of Honor; the Order of DeMolay; the Interna- 
tion Supreme Council of DeMolay; the Bozeman Chamber of Commerce; and 
a long time member of the Montana Republican Club and former state chair- 
man of the Republican Party. 


The late Senator Ecton represented Gallatin County with distinction, 
serving in the Montana House of Representatives during the 1933 and 1935 
sessions, and serving in the Montana Senate during 1937, 1939, 1941, 1943 
and 1945 sessions. In 1946 he was elected to the United States Senate, by 
popular vote from Montana. 


Senator Ecton is survived by his beloved wife; a son, Zales N. Ecton, 
Jr. of Manhattan, Montana; a daughter, Mrs. George (Eloise) Moe of Seattle 
Washington; five grandchildren, one niece and one nephew. 


Senator Mike Mansfield, Senate Majority Leader, announced the un- 
timely passing of Senator Ecton noting that he was a good, fine and decent 
man who will be missed in Montana. Ex-Governor Hugh Aronson noted that 
he was one of our fine American citizens, and Senator Everett Dirksen noted 
that he was a noble man in every sense of the word and a dedicated public 
- servant. 


The late Senator Ecton was interested in his state and nation. He was 
a man of principles who was unswerving in his devotion to serve the people. 
He did not seek to avoid any responsibility, and devoted his entire energy 
toward making a contribution to the state and nation. All citizens of the 
state mourn his demise, and his nobility of character, devotion to the public 
service, and unquestioned integrity command the gratitude of all Montanans.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HERBERT H. HAIGHT 


WHEREAS, the passing on June 24, 1961, of Herbert H. Haight, a form- 
er member of the Senate of the State of Montana constituted a loss to that 
body and to the people of the county and state which he represented so 
ably and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting at this time to note the many contributions 
made by the late Herbert H. Haight to the well-being and advancement of 
his state, it is duly noted by the Senate of the 38th Legislative Assembly 
that: 


Senator Herbert H. Haight was born September 2, 1882, in Aurelia, 
Buena Vista County Iowa. He was educated in Iowa schools, attended Cutler 
Academy at Colorado Springs, Colorado, and was graduated from Colorado 
College at Colorado Springs in 1911. 


In 1910 Senator Haight homesteaded in the San Luis Valley of Colorado. 
In 1913 he came to Montana to homestead in Fergus County, which he made 
his lifetime home. He was married to Mary Mable Chamberlain at Alta, 
Iowa, July 7, 1914. Senator Haight operated a stock ranch in Fergus County 
for forty-eight years. 


His eminent public service included that of Justice of the Peace, mem- 
bership on the Fergus County High School Board and in the Montana Legis- 
lature for twenty years. This legislative service included membership in the 
House of Representatives from 1931 to 1939 and as a Senator from 1939 to 
1951. During this time his major committee service was on the Ways and 
Means and Education Committees. Senator Haight was a devoted church 
member and served his faith as a deacon in the Presbyterian Church. His 
fraternal affiliations included the Elks, Eagles, Moose and Outlook clubs, 
the last of which he served as president. He was a member of the Masonic 
Lodge and the Shrine. 


Senator Haight died in Great Falls June 24, 1961 and was interred in 
Winifred Cemetery with a Masonic Graveside Service. He was survived 
by his widow, by his daughters, Grace Virginia Peterson and Katherine Day 
and by his son Neil Haight. "Also surviving are his brothers, Ernest of 
Missoula, Ray of Bozeman, Burl J. of Palo Alto, California, Trevor of Water- 
loo, Iowa, and Dwight of Great Falls. His brothers Rex of Missoula and 
Elgar of Mason City, Iowa, preceded him in death; and 
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WHEREAS, Senator Haight served faithfully and well as a legislator,

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assem- 
bly record with honor, the death of Dr. D. S. MacKenzie, a distinguished and 
former member of this body, on the 17th day of November, 1962, at the age 
of eighty-three, at Havre, Montana; and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Dr. D. S. MacKenzie be placed on record 
in this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart MacKenzie was born on May 38, 
1879, at Wabasha, Minnesota, the son of Duncan and Anna Campbell Mac- 
Kenzie; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart MacKenzie received his formal 
education at the University of Minnesota undergraduate school and the Rush 
Medical College in Chicago, graduating June 21, 1901. He later studied at the 
New York Postgraduate Medical School and did work at the Mayo Clinic 
in Rochester, Minnesota; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart MacKenzie was united in mar- 
riage to the former Laura Eggers on the 22nd day of July, 1912. Two sons, 
Joe MacKenzie, now of Anchorage, Alaska, and Dr. Duncan Stuart Mac- 
Kenzie of Havre, were born of this marriage. Only the two sons survive 
him, Mrs. Laura MacKenzie having passed away in 1957. Several grand- 
children also survive him; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Duncan Stuart MacKenzie was a physician and 
surgeon by profession. He was a member of the Montana and American 
Medical Associations. He was well known for his dedication to his work. 
Regardless of the elements against him, he could be counted on to assist 
the people he served when in need. In recent years he served as health 
officer for the city of Havre and the County of Hill. He served at one time 
as the president of the Hill County Medical Society and the Great Northern 
Surgeons Association. For fifty years of extraordinary service in the field 
of medicine to the people of the Treasure State, he was given a banquet and 
recognition by the 1961 Montana Medical Association. He served in the 
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army during World War II as director of field hospitals for the 16th di- 
vision at Camp Kearny, California; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart MacKenzie was a member of 
the Montana and American Medical Associations, American Legion, Masons, 
Shrine and the Elks; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart MacKenzie came to Montana in 
1901, taking the place of Dr. George Clay of Malta. He later associated with 
Dr. J. S. Almas and Dr. John.A. Duncan. An active Republican, the doctor 
was Hill County’s first Senator in 1912 and held Hill County’s election 
certificate number one. Known in the Montana Legislature as one of its 
most active members and as a man of great humor and inspiration, he was 
instrumental in the purchase of land for the construction of Northern Mon- 
tana College, introducing the bill for the purchase and the formation of the 
college. He later served on the Advisory Board of Northern Montana Col- 
lege. His tireless efforts in behalf of the college are responsible for much 
of what the college is today. The senator served as mayor of Havre from 
1913 to 1916; and 


WHEREAS, one of the happiest moments of Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart 
MacKenzie’s life occurred when his youngest son, Dr. Duncan Stuart Mac- 
Kenzie, Jr., became his partner in the practice of medicine after graduation 
from the University of Minnesota School of Medicine; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Dr. Duncan Stuart MacKenzie enjoyed the ad- 
miration and respect of a great number of people of the Treasure State for 
his great capacity for good work and his tireless efforts to benefit the people 
with whom he lived and the Northern Montana College; and

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
DAVE E. NEWMAN 


WHEREAS, it is with the greatest regret and deep and sincere sorrow 
that the members of the Senate of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana note and record the passing of Dave E. Newman, 
distinguished citizen of the State of Montana, and at the time of his death 
on April 3, 1962, was the Senaor from Powell County. The passing of Sena- 
tor Newman was noted and met with profound regret not only by the citi- 
zens and residents of his own county but by the entire population of the 
state who had learned to know and greatly respect him; and 


WHEREAS, it is entirely fitting and proper that the outstanding ac- 
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complishments of the late Senator Dave E. Newman be placed on record 
in this assembly and the record of his selfless devotion to his community, his 
county and his state be preserved in the annals of Montana history, the fol- 
lowing facts relative to the late Senator Newman’s oustanding career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator Dave E. Newman was born on January 23, 1906, in Butte, Sil- 
ver Bow County, Montana, and attended the public school in the city of 
Butte; 


Senator Newman became interested in various mining ventures in the 
Elliston area of Powell County, Montana, and spent many active years of his 
life in this area. 


Senator Dave E. Newman gave willingly and cheerfully of his time 
and energy to the civic affairs of the Elliston community and was a natural 
leader in all the civic affairs of that community. He was the secretary 
of the Elliston Volunteer Fire Department and the Elliston 27 Club. Senator 
Newman was very active and one of those most responsible for the exten- 
sion of the Blackfoot R. T. A. telephone service into the Elliston area. 


Senator Dave E. Newman’s civic activities were not, however, confined 
to the Elliston area, but were county and state-wide. He served with dis- 
tinction as President of the Powell County Civic Association. 


Senator Dave E. Newman was well and justly proud of his distinguished 
Scandiavian forebearers. Senator Newman was active in preserving the 
Scandinavian traditions in this country and served with outstanding dis- 
tinction as the Secretary of the Order of Runeberg for many years. Senator 
Newman was also a member of the Star of Finland and served the organiza- 
tion with selfless devotion. 


Senator Dave E. Newman had given much of his talent and energy to 
the betterment of his fellow citizens of the State of Montana and upon his 
passing, Acting Governor Paul R. Rice expressed for and on behalf of the 
citizens of the state, their great sense of loss when he said that Montana 
has lost a great friend. 


Senator Dave E. Newman is survived by his wife, Elve, and two sons, 
Robert and William who are students at the Montana School of Mines in 
Butte. He also has another son, Dan, who is a resident of Helena, Montana. 
Senator Newman is also survived by a brother Leo of Elliston, Montana. 


Although Senator Dave E. Newman was in his fifty-sixth year at the 
time of his death, his mother, Mrs. Mary Varn, survives him. 


WHEREAS, neither time nor space permits the full relation of the fine 
and unexcelled qualities of the late Senator Newman. He was kind, gentle, 
generous, devoted to his country and to the cause of others.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
STATE SENATOR AND GOVERNOR, DONALD G, NUTTER 


WHEREAS, all citizens of the state of Montana were shocked and 
deeply saddened by the tragic accident which claimed the life of Governor 
Donald G. Nutter on January 25, 1962, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter was truly of that sturdy stock of men 
who, possessing the qualities of leadership coupled with a deep patriotism 
and sense of duty, came forth to serve the people, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter was a man who justly deserved the ad- 
miration and respect of all citizens having been born in Lambert, Montana, 
on November 28, 1915, and the late Governor shined shoes, delivered news- 
papers and worked in the beet and wheat fields while attending Sidney 
High School, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter diligently pursued his education by at- 
tending North Dakota State School of Science for two years and then trans- 
ferring to Montana State University in 1935, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter was forced to discontinue his studies due 
to illness in the family, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter served his nation with distinction and 
valor during World War II enlisting in the air force in June, 1942, he served 
more than thirty-nine months of which thirteen months were overseas duty 
as a B-24 bomber pilot, and 


WHEREAS, in testimony of this service a grateful nation bestowed upon 
Captain Nutter the Air Medal with Clusters and the Distinguished Flying 
Cross with Clusters, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter refused to be swayed from his desire to 
read the law and returned to Montana State University to graduate from 
the school of law in 1954 as one of the top students in his class, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter unselfishly devoted his efforts to this 
state by serving Montana as a legislator for four sessions as state senator 
from Richland county, and 


WHEREAS, the public spirit of Governor Nutter was further exempli- 
fied by his membership in the Shrine, the Moose and Elkes lodges, the Ki- 
wanis Club, the American Legion, and the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and 
also by his keen interest in youth and athletics, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter’s life was characterized by patriotism 
and deep devotion to his nation and his state, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter provided an enviable example to all Mon- 
tanans, and 


WHEREAS, Governor Nutter is justly deserving of being called a 
soldier, statesman, and first citizen of Montana.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
EDWIN F. PARRIOTT 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly 
record the passing of Edwin F. Parriott, a former member of this body, on 
the third day of September, 1959, at the age of seventy-six years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Edwin F. Parriott be placed on record 
in this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
note: 


Senator Edwin F. Parriott was born on the 16th day of November, 
1882, in Burlington, Iowa, where he spent his early life and received his 
education. After graduation from high school, he taught school for one 
year and then attended Iowa Wesleyan College. 


Senator Parriott came to Montana in 1905, settling in Billings. In 
January, 1930 he moved to Livingston, founding the Livingston Hardware 
Company. He was highly successful in business but never let business come 
before his effort to help other people. 


On December 19, 1909, Senator Parriott married Chassie Fraker at 
Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. His greatest sadness occurred when she preceded him 
in death, on the 28th day of January, 1956. There was born to this mar- 
riage a daughter, who preceded him in death in 1919. He is survived by 
three sons, Joseph Parriott of Redlands, California; John and William Par- 
riott, both of Livingston. Also surviving him are two sisters, Mrs. Mary 
Westenbeck, New London, Iowa, and Mrs. Betty Pierson, Arcadia, California; 
seven grandchildren and two great grandchildren. 
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Senator Edwin F. Parriott was a member of the First Methodist church 
of Livingston. 


Senator Parriott was a member and past president of the Livingston 
Rotary Club, a fifty-year member and past president of the Montana Hard- 
ware and Implement Dealers Association, a past director of the Montana 
State Chamber of Commerce, and belonged to the Masons, Shrine, Scottish 
Rite and Elks Lodge. 


Senator Edwin F. Parriott, a life-long Democrat, served his first term 
in the Senate of the State of Montana representing Park County in 1949, and 
thereafter in this body in the legislative session of 1951. As a member of the 
Senate, his judgment was often sought and he did much to help, by his own 
individual efforts, to further the progress of Montana, where for over half 
a century he made his home. He was a keen observer, a student of govern- 
ment, energetically fighting for his belief that government should econo- 
mize, pay its own way, and not build up obligations for future generations. 
He did not hesitate to express his opinions, enthusiastically meeting his 
political opponents, and working tirelessly to benefit his fellow citizens. 
He was well known for his interest in state highways, tax equalization 
problems, and improving relations between rural and urban peoples. He is 
best described as the kind of man who should be a legislator. 


Senator Edwin F. Parriott was a civic leader in his own community 
of Livingston since his arrival in 1980. He could always be counted on to 
help whenever there was a community task which had to be accomplished. 
There was never anything so important that he could not take the time 
to help others, friend or stranger. He was an official and leading member 
of his church, and an excellent public official. But most of all he was a 
friend, and his friends mourn his passing.

INTRODUCTION OF HOUSE BILLS 


The following house bills were introduced, read first and second time 
and referred: 


House Bill No. 133, introduced by Keller, Weeks, Seymour, Smiley, 
Thompson, Selstad: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend sections 
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94-301 and 94-304, R.C.M. 1947, to provide that wilful non-support or neglect 
of a child or ward under sixteen years of age is a felony and prescribing 
penalties. Referred to Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 137, introduced by Haines, Spahr: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act providing for the making of loans and investments by build- 
ing and loan associations and saving and loan associations organized and 
operating under the laws of the state of Montana, and providing that such 
associations may make all real estate loans which may be made by federal 
savings and loan associations having domicile in the state of Montana.” 
Referred to Committee on Banking and Insurance. 


House Bill No. 159, introduced by Pierce, O’Hair, Bailey: A bill for 
an act entitled: ‘An act creating and establishing a Montana state game 
wardens’ retirement system; defining the terms ‘accumulated deductions’, 
‘beneficiary’, ‘retired state game warden’, ‘board’, ‘contributor’, ‘final salary’, 
‘actuarial equivalent’, ‘fund’, ‘involuntary retirement’, ‘member’s annuity’, 
‘optional retirement age’, ‘retirement age’, ‘retirement allowance’, ‘state 
annuity’, ‘state game warden’; creating a Montana state game wardens’ 
retirement board; providing for payments into the game wardens’ 
retirement fund; providing the board may establish rules and regulations 
for proper administration, operation and enforcement of this act; defining 
who shall be members of said retirement system; creating a state game 
wardens’ retirement fund; providing for contributions by members of 
the Montana state game wardens; providing for contributions by the state 
of Montana; providing for retirement, voluntary retirement, retirement 
allowance, disability retirement allowance, involuntary retirement allow- 
ance, refunds in case of resignation or discharge, payments upon death, 
payments in case of death from natural causes; providing for monthly 
payments of retirement allowances; providing for the exemption from 
taxes and execution of member’s annuity; providing for the manner of 
designating beneficiaries; providing for service in the armed forces of 
the United States; prohibiting fraud and providing for the manner of 
correcting errors; providing for restrictions on payments to beneficiaries; 
providing for the subrogation of the state of Montana to the rights of 
the members or dependents against certain third parties; providing for 
payments under other laws; providing for optional retirement allowances; 
providing that each game warden shall be ineligible to membership in 
state public employees’ retirement system; providing that as to consti- 
tutionality the provisions of this act are severable; providing this act 
shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and approval; 
and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred 
to Committee on Fish and Game. 


House Bill No. 179, introduced by Keller, Crum, Healy, Lombardi: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 66-815, Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, relating to license and examination fees to practice or 
teach cosmetology by providing for a license fee for inactive practitioners, 
and an annual renewal fee for cosmetological establishments.” Referred to 
Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety. 


House Bill No. 225, introduced by Blewett, Murray, Bardanouve and Es- 
kildsen: A bill for an act entitled: “An act pertaining to adjustment of 
hail insurance losses with the State Board of Hail Insurance; and amend- 
ing section 82-1516, R.C.M. 1947, to allow applicant ten (10) days after 
receiving adjustment offer in writing to appeal; and giving applicant 
option to submit disagreement to arbitration or to bring suit against the 
State Board of Hail Insurance.”

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 10 
Introduced by Mackay, Nixon 


A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL TO EXAMINE 
FEES COLLECTED BY STATE AGENCIES AND TO PREPARE 
A REVISED FEE SCHEDULE FOR CONSIDERATION BY THE 
THIRTY-NINTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


WHEREAS, many state agencies collect fees for special services ren- ° 
dered or for privileges granted to the persons paying such fees; and 


WHEREAS, the purpose of fees for special services is to recover the 
cost of the services rendered so that the cost thereof will not be defrayed 
from tax moneys; and 


WHEREAS, the purpose of fees for privileges granted is to reimburse 
the state in an amount which will offset the cost to the state of adminis- 
trating laws relating to the privileged group; and 


WHEREAS, because of many of these fees have not been revised for 
long periods of time they are no longer recovering the cost borne by the 
state with a resulting loss of revenue to the state, and 


WHEREAS, because state government is increasingly hard pressed to 
raise the revenue necessary to finance government services, it is appropriate 
that the possibility of increasing existing non-tax revenue sources be studied. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 

That the legislative council examine every fee collected under the laws 
of the state of Montana to determine whether or not such fee should be re- 
vised; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the legislative council prepare for 


the consideration of the thirty-ninth legislative assembly a revised fee 
schedule together with implementing legislation where necessary.

This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon the official ballot as provided 
by Chapter 11 of Title 23 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended 
and there shall be printed on such ballots the title of this act and the follow- 
ing words:

Criminal offenses [of which justice’s courts and municipal 
and other courts, inferior to the district courts, have jurisdiction,] shall, in 
all courts inferior to the district court, be prosecuted by complaint. All 
criminal actions in the district court, except those on appeal, shall be prose- 
cuted by information, after examination and commitment by a magistrate, 
or after leave granted by the court, or shall be prosecuted by indictment 
without such examination or commitment, or without such leave of the court. 
A grand jury shall consist of seven persons, of whom five must concur to 
find an indictment. 


A grand jury shall only be drawn and summoned when the district 
judge shall, in his discretion, consider it necessary, and shall so order.” 


Section 2. Section 23, article III of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 28. The right of trial by jury shall be secured to all, and 
remain inviolate, but in all civil cases and in all criminal cases not amount- 
ing to a felony, upon default of appearance, or by consent of the parties 
expressed in such manner as the law may prescribe, a trial by jury may be 
waived, or a trial had by any less number of jurors than the number pro- 
vided by law. A jury in a [justice’s court,]| ‘court other than a district court,’ 
both in civil cases of criminal misdemeanor, [shall] ‘may’ consist of not more 
than six persons. In all civil actions and in all criminal cases not amounting 
to a felony, two-thirds in number of the jury may render a verdict, and such 
verdict so rendered shall have the same force and effect as if all such jury 
concurred therein.” 


Section 8. Section 1, article VIII of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The judicial power of the state shall be vested in the 
senate sitting as a court of impeachment, in a supreme court, district courts, 
[justices of the peace,] and such other [inferior] courts as the legislative 
assembly may establish [in any incorporated city or town]. 


Section 4. Section 34 article VIII of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 34. Vacancies in the office of justice of the supreme court, 
or judge of the district court, or clerk of the supreme court, shall be filled 
by appointment, by the governor of the state, and vacancies in the offices 
of county attorney, ‘and’ clerk of the district court, [and justices of the 
peace,]| shall be filled by appointment, by the board of county commission- 
ers of the county where such vacancy occurs. A person appointed to fill any 
such vacancy shall hold his office until the next general election and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. A person elected to fill a vacancy 
shall hold office until the expiration of the term for which the person he 
succeeds was elected.” 
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Section 5. Sections 20, 21, 22, 28, and 24, article VIII of the constitu- 
tion of the state of Montana are repealed. 


Section 6. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of the 
state of Montana as provided by law there shall be printed on the ballot 
the full title and the first five sections of this act and the following words:

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL TO REVISE AND 
CLARIFY THE LAWS RELATING TO STATE CUSTODIAL IN- 
STITUTIONS. 


WHEREAS, each state custodial institution was created by and oper- 
ates under a separate body of law; and 


WHEREAS, many of the current statutes relating to the operation of 
custodial institutions were enacted in the nineteenth century and are 
patently obsolete; and 


WHEREAS, many of the laws enacted since the establishment of these 
institutions were enacted without regard to current statutes, thus resulting 
in numerous conflicts and inconsistencies; and 


WHEREAS, many of the laws relating to these institutions relate to 
identical or similar subjects and could be consolidated; and 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill No. 8 which is currently under consideration 
by the 1963 Legislative Assembly provides for a new agency to generally 
control and supervise nine of the custodial institutions; and 


WHEREAS, while Senate Bill No. 3 eliminates many obsolete or con- 
flicting provisions of the law, many inconsistencies remain; and 


WHEREAS, an opportune time to review all statutes affecting cus- 
todial institutions would be during the period when a new administrative 
system is being established. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Legislative Council be requested to review all laws relating 
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to custodial institutions to determine where obsolete and unnecessary 
statutes can be eliminated, where conflicts can be resolved, and where such 
laws can otherwise be clarified and improved; and

WHEREAS, in addition to selection and recruitment, such an inte- 
grated personnel system could provide a means by which the proficiency 
of employees is maintained at a high level and gradually improved through 
additional training after employment, and 


WHEREAS, Montana presently has legislation which authorizes an 
integrated personnel system, but this system has been inoperative since 
bee because no funds were appropriated to implement it after the first 

iennium. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Legislative Council is directed to study the feasibility of 
inaugurating a comprehensive system of personnel management for state 
government.

WHEREAS, in response to this request, the Legislative Council pre- 
pared and submitted to the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly a report 
outlining proposed areas for future study and certain recommended prin- 
ciples to be followed in future studies of reorganization.

superintendents, by the boards of county commissioners of such counties, 
and shall deliver or transmit one copy of such statement to each such board 
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of county commissioners not later than the Saturday immediately preceding 
the second Monday in August. 


The number of mills which should be levied on all the property in such 
joint district for each tax-supported fund of the high school budget shall be 
determined in accordance with the general laws pertaining to tax levies for 
high schools, provided that the following exceptions to general financing 
procedures shall be made: 


(a) In the general fund budget and solely for the purpose of determining 
the amount of county equalization aid to be allocated to the joint district 
for its high school foundation program, the total high school foundation pro- 
gram amount of the joint district shall be considered as consisting of as 
many separate foundation programs as there are counties in which any 
portion of the joint district is situated. The amount of each such separate 
foundation program shall bear to the total amount of the foundation pro- 
gram the same relationship that the number of ANB pupils in the joint 
district residing in each such county bears to the total ANB of the high 
school of the joint district. The amount of county equalization aid to be 
allocated to such separate foundation program shall be determined in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 75-3618. Following the determination, 
of the amount of county equalization aid from each county in which any 
portion of the joint district is situated, the separate foundation programs 
shall be combined into the total high school foundation program of the 
joint district, and the remaining requirements of such total foundation pro- 
gram and general fund budget shall be financed in accordance with the 
general laws pertaining to budgets and tax levies for high schools. 


(b) In the transportation fund budget and solely for the purpose of 
apportioning among the counties wherein any portion of the joint district is 
situated the amount of county reimbursement for high school transportation 
to be allocated to the joint district, the obligation for the total amount of 
such county reimbursement shall be distributed among such counties in the 
same proportion as the [ANB of the high school of the joint district is dis- 
tributed by residence in each such county.] number of pupils of the joint 
district high school transported by the joint district is distributed by resi- 
dence in each such county. For the purpose of this act, the number of pupils 
transported means the actual number of pupils legally provided with 
transportation by the joint district in the year immediately preceding the 
year to which the budget applies.” 


(c) In the retirement fund budget and solely for the purpose of appor- 
tioning among the counties wherein any portion of the joint district is 
situated the obligation for the amount of county revenue for high school 
retirement fund purposes to be raised for the high school of the joint dis- 
trict, the total amount required to be raised for the, high school retirement 
fund of the joint district shall be distributed among such counties in the 
same proportion as the ANB of the high school of the joint district is dis- 
tributed by residence in each such county.”;

“Section 214. Section 84-1802, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“ “84-1802. Dealers’ statements—amount of tax—aviation gasoline tax 
exemption certificates. (1) Each dealer shall, not later than the twenty- 
fifth (25) day of each calendar month after this act has become effective, 
render a true statement to the state board of equalization, duly signed 
and sworn to, of all gasoline handled by him in this state during the pre- 
ceding calendar month, and containing such other information as the state 
board of equalization may require, and shall accompany such statement 
with the payment to the state board of equalization of a license tax, in an 
amount equal to the lawful tax per gallon imposed by section 10, of chapter 
39, of the Laws of the Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly of the state of 
Montana of 1945, and acts amendatory, or such other lawful tax as may be 
imposed by law for each gallon of gasoline so handled, and upon which such 
license tax was not paid by any other dealer in this state, for engaging in 
and carrying on such business in this state. In making the computation ot 
license tax due and in making payment thereof, two per centum (2%) of the 
amount of such tax shall be deducted by the dealer as an allowance for 
evaporation and other loss of gasoline handled by such dealer. In addition, 
a dealer may deduct for each gallon of aviation gasoline sold by him and 
for which he submits a valid aviation gasoline tax exemption certificate, 
an amount equal to the tax per gallon except the portion thereof allocated 
to the state [aviation fund] aeronautics commission by section 1-501. 
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Any dealer engaged in or carrying on his business at more than one 
(1) place or location in this state may include all such places of business 
in one statement. 


(2) Any dealer at an established airport, who purchases aviation 
gasoline for resale directly to consumers using such gasoline in aircraft, or 
any consumer who purchases such gasoline in lots of not less than fifty 
(50) gallons for use in aircraft and not for resale and who purchases from 
a dealer other than at an established airport, may apply to the state board 
of equalization for a permit to issue aviation gasoline tax exemption cer- 
ficates. The application for a permit, the permit itself, and any exemp- 
tion certificates issued pursuant thereto shall all be in such form and shall 
contain such information as the board may from time to time require. The 
board may require the payment of a fee of not to exceed $5.00 for each 
permit issued and may provide that said permits shall be valid for a period 
of not exceeding five years. No permit shall be transferrable. The permit 
shall be subject to revocation at any time by the board for any violation 
of law relating thereto or any false statement made by the holder in con- 
nection therewith. 


So long as his permit remains unrevoked, the holder thereof shall have 
the privilege to purchase aviation gasoline from any dealer without the 
payment of any part of the license tax, imposed by this section, except the 
part allocated to the state [aviation fund] aeronautics commission upon 
surrendering to the seller an aviation gasoline tax exemption certificate 
certifying, if the holder is a dealer at an established airport, that the gaso- 
line purchased will be resold only to consumers for use directly in aircraft, 
and if the holder is a consumer purchasing from a dealer other than at an 
established airport and the purchase is 50 gallons or more, that the gasoline 
is purchased for use directly in aircraft and not for resale; and any dealer 
who sells aviation gasoline either directly to the holder of such a permit 
and who receives a valid certificate directly from the permit holder cov- 
ering that sale, or who sells to another dealer who surrenders valid certifi- 
cates held by him covering prior sales, shall be under no liability or obli- 
gation to collect or pay the tax, on the number of gallons covered by such 
certificates, except the portion thereof allocated to the state [aviation fund] 
aeronautics commission; but notwithstanding any other provision to the 
contrary, no tax exemption certificate shall be valid for any purpose nor 
entitle any dealer to the deduction authorized in subsection (1) of this sec- 
tion unless submitted to the board prior to the end of the second calendar 
month immediately succeeding the month in which the sale was made with 
respect to which such certificate issued’.” 


Further amend Section 229, in line 24, 25, 26 and 27, page 229 of the 
original bill, being lines 8, 9 and 10, page 232 of the printed bill by deleting 
the following words: “[shall be available for capital outlay for industrial 
purposes or maintenance, operation and recurrent expenses of the indus- 
tries above described.]” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “the 
earmarked revenue fund and shall be available for capital outlay for indus- 
trial purposes or maintenance, operation and recurrent expenses of the 
industries above described.” 


Further amend Section 229, in line 1, page 230 of the original bill, 
being lines 14 and 15, page 282 of the printed bill, by deleting the following 
words: “the state general fund”, and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
“Tthe state general fund]”’; 


And further amend Section 230 in line 27, page 230 of the original bill, 
being line 24, page 233 of the printed bill, by deleting the following: “[AIl 
wages paid hereunder shall be paid from the]”’, and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: “All wages paid hereunder shall be paid from the receipts 
from the sale of the products produced or manufactured by prison indus- 
tries.”’; 


Further amend page 237 of the original bill, being page 240 of the

vanced for the payment of the assessments upon state, school granted and 
other public lands for the improvement thereof as provided by law; all reim- 
bursements for money advanced for the investigation and survey of recla- 
mation, electrification and rehabilitation systems or projects proposed to 
be financed in whole or in part by the reclamation of. lands and dyking, 
drainage, and dyking and drainage dams for conservation of water to be 
used in reclamation of land or stock reservoirs or for the construction, 
maintenance and operation of plants or projects for the manufacture or 
distribution of electric current; revenues arising from projects constructed 
or owned by the board in excess of costs of operation and maintenance, and 
repayment of principal and interest of any moneys borrowed for the con- 
struction of such projects; all sums payable as rentals due for water use,

qualified electors of the state for their approval or rejection and such as 
are approved by a majority of those voting thereon shall become part of 
the constitution. Should more amendments than one be submitted at the 
same election, they shall be so prepared and distinguished by numbers or 
otherwise that each can be voted upon separately. [; provided, however, that] 
not more than three amendments to this constitution shall be submitted at 
the same election, ‘except that there may be submitted at the general elec- 
tions held in the years 1966 and 1968, in addition to the three amendments 
otherwise authorized by this section, an amendment providing for the reor- 
ganization of the executive department of government which may include 
the revision or repeal of sections of this constitution relating to any boards, 
offices, and departments other than legislative and judicial offices.

Section 91-4418, R.C. M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“91-4418. Refunding of tax—when authorized—manner of refunding— 
advance payment of tax for relief from penalty and interest. If any debt 
shall be proved against the estate of the decedent, after the payment of any 
legacy or distributive share thereof, from which any such tax has been 
deducted, or upon which it has been paid by the person entitled to such 
legacy or distributive share and such person is required by the order of the 
district court having jurisdiction of the tax so deducted or paid, to refund 
the amount of such debts or any part thereof, an equitable proportion 
thereof shall be repaid to such person by the executor, administrator or 
trustee, if the said tax has not been paid to the county treasurer or state 
treasurer, or by them, in the proper proportionate shares, if it has been so 
paid.

“TWhen any amount of said tax shall have been paid erroneously to the 
county and state treasurer, or to either of them, it shall be lawful for them, 
on satisfactory proof to the state board of equalization of such erroneous 
payment, to refund to the executor, administrator, person or persons who 
shall have paid any such tax in error, the county’s and state’s proportionate 
amount of such tax so paid; provided that all such applications for refund 
shall be made within two (2) years from the date of such payment. |

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE REQUESTING THE SUPERIN-

WHERBEAS, through the charitable efforts of many fine citizens, insti- 
tutions for under privileged children are being provided in various parts of 
the state to provide these children with a healthful, wholesome atmosphere 
in their youth, and 


WHEREAS, as the standard of living increases, it can be expected 
that these child care institutions will be provided in increasing numbers for 
more and more children, and 


WHEREAS, a major aim of such institutions is to provide an adequate 
education for the children, and 


WHEREAS, as these institutions begin to provide care for an in- 
creasing number of children, it is possible that a heavy burden will be 
placed on adjacent school districts if the child care institutions are not 
allowed to maintain schools of their own, and

ADVERTISES BY USING MONTANA NEWS MEDIA. 


WHEREAS, the problem occasioned by the misuse of alcoholic bev- 
erages are recognized as of extreme importance personally, socially, in- 
dustrially, professionally, and economically, and 
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WHEREAS, the use and misuse of alcohol has many implications for 
the health and general welfare of the people of the state of Montana, and 


WHEREAS, it has long been recognized by leading medical authorities 
that a composite of physical, psychiatric, and social problems may appear 
when alcohol is present as a catalytic agent, and 


WHEREAS, all authorities agree that the incidence of alcoholism and 
the nature of the disease are sufficient to justify its classification as a 
public health problem, and 


WHEREAS, at the present time there is very little restriction on the 
type of advertising which may be employed by manufacturers to promote 
their wares, and 


WHEREAS, these advertisements, drawn by experts to motivate the 
public to purchase, are extremely effective as evidenced by the vast sums 
of money expended annually for advertising, and 


WHEREAS, while the promotion of business is a legitimate right of 
the liquor industry, it has long been recognized that this particular in- 
dustry can produce great problems for society, and, consequently, it has 
long been agreed that the liquor industry must be closely regulated by 
government, and 


WHEREAS, if the regulation of the liquor industry is a legitimate 
aim of government, certainly an integral part of that industry, advertising, 
should also be regulated by government, and 


WHEREAS, the advertisement of liquor is particularly insidious when 
aimed directly at our youth, such as a recent full page color advertisement 
which appeared in a Montana newspaper of wide circulation, proclaiming 
that the “young-hearted crowd like their bourbon smooth”, and 


WHEREAS, although it cannot be said that Montana will have a 
particular number of alcoholics as a direct result of such advertising, cer- 
tainly this type of promotion could easily become a contributing factor to 
the physical and spiritual degeneration of our youth, and 


WHEREAS, no one doubts that the most efficient means of controlling 
any disease is the establishment of prudent preventative measures, and 


WHEREAS, the young people of our state and nation represent the 
most precious resource we possess, and as lawmakers we would be grossly 
negligent in our duty if we did not take every action necessary to protect 
these youth. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE

That the Montana Liquor Control Board is hereby requested to dis-

Senator Stein rose to a point of personal privilege that his integrity 
was being questioned by the Senator from Powell. He said he had acceded 
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to the Senator of Powell on February 22, 1968 rather than to debate wheth- 
er Senate Rule XII, subsection 5, was in violation concerning the reading of 
papers, but felt serious injustice had been done since the true picture was 
not revealed. He also felt serious charges had been imposed by the Senator 
from Powell in stating that the Special Committee was not doing its duty 
and was out of bounds in asking for extensions of time. 


The President ruled that the Senator from Powell had the right to 
debate the motion but that he should temper his remarks and not question 
the honesty of any Senator.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The special Committee on Highway Affairs submitted the following 
report: 


REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON HIGHWAY AFFAIRS 


The function of this committee has been to appraise and evaluate the 
work of the Highway Commission and its employees in the highway de- 
partment. This department, having spent $114,000,000 in the past biennium, 
is the largest spending agency of Montana state government. This com- 
mittee has attempted to observe highway affairs from the point of view 
of the public—the citizens of Montana who are affected by the highway 
program—taxpayers who want their funds wisely used, and property 
owners who wish to be treated fairly and with due consideration by their 
highway officials. 


Controversial right-of-way settlements made near Livingston, Mon- 
tana by the department were inquired into by the committee. The com- 
mittee noted in particular the $200,000.00 settlement made by the state 
with David Werner. It was learned that because of the large amount of 
money to be paid and the precedents to be set that this matter came before 
the personal attention of the commission. It was further learned that a 
new appraisal has been ordered by the commission to the end that the public 
may be further apprised in this matter. 


The committee recognized the difficulties confronting the highway 
department in right-of-way acquisition, especially on the interstate. Tan- 
gible results of inquiry were two measures sponsored by all members of 
this committee: Senate Bill 115 protects the state from individuals who 
would try to profit by improving property in right-of-way after knowledge 
of location of the highway. Senate Joint Memorial No. 5 requests the 
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bureau of public roads to recognize the value of water rights and irriga- 
tion facilities—in order that adequate damages may be paid, or structures 
built, to facilitate right-of-way acquisition on irrigated land. The high- 
way commission and highway department expressed approval of these 
measures. 


The committee heard a great deal of conflicting testimony regarding 
right-of-way acquisition. Testimony and questions brought before the 
committee may merit further inquiry. The committee believes that a prop- 
erty owner in selling lands to the state for right-of-way should receive 
a full and fair price for land taken and for all damages incurred thereby. 
The committee found that in many instances the state’s appraisals were 
unrealistically low, and that the importance of severance damages were 
not given the consideration to which they are entitled. It is the commit- 
tee’s belief that these damages have been the large cause for the state’s 
inability to obtain right-of-way. 


The committee found that in some areas where proper planning and 
cooperation were had between the department and the land owners, that 
right-of-way was obtained, in many instances, without court action. 


Two members of this committee (and others) sponsored Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 9, which in its substitute form was sponsored by the Stand- 
ing Committee on Highways. This measure resulted from recognition of 
need for a law to require adequate public hearings on routes, and the fact 
that the public desires and interests be given due consideration. At present, 
some hearings, held in compliance with federal law, are an empty form. 
There is no state law requiring route hearings. 


The committee has learned that the present highway commission is a 
group of conscientious men who are attempting to fulfill their obligations 
to the public and in a large measure are paying greater attention to the 
smaller as well as the larger details coming before the department. We 
realize that the commission has large problems in the ordinary routing of 
managing a multi-million dollar business. We realize that their principal 
concern must be the building and maintenance of roads. We appreciate 
their interest in our attempt to highlight questions of conflicting public 
interests—those trouble spots where the road building encounters con- 
flicting interests that must be resolved. We do not intend to usurp any 
function of the highway commission, but hope that the questions we raised 
will help the commission in its administration of the highway affairs of 
Montana. We will turn over to the commission any testimony that might 
be of value, and have their assurance that they will make the best use of it.

LEASING LAND BY INDIVIDUAL GRAZING SECTIONS TO OB- 
TAIN THE MAXIMUM RENTAL POSSIBLE EXCEPT IN THOSE 
CASES WHERE THE REMOVAL OF A KEY SECTION FROM A 
BLOCK OF LAND WOULD MAKE IT DIFFICULT TO LEASE THE 
REMAINDER OF THE BLOCK. 


WHEREAS, the present policy of the state board of land commis- 
sioners does not favor breaking up large blocks of state grazing lands into 
individual leases, and 


WHEREAS, in some cases this policy is correct because some sections 
are leased only because they complement other state lands included in the 
same lease and a lessee who leases key sections which are needed for full 
utilization of the block of land may be unwilling to continue leasing the 
remaining sections, and 


WHEREAS, in other cases the sections do not necessarily complement 
each other, and the policy of leasing the grazing land in a block of several 
sections inhibits, if not prevents completely in some cases, competitive bid- 
ding on the state lands, and 


WHEREAS, the state is required by the constitution to lease all state 
grazing lands pursuant to a policy which will realize maximum benefit 
to the state, and 


WHEREAS, because of the unique conditions attendant to each block 
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of state grazing land, it is not possible to define by statute the conditions 
under which some blocks of land should continue to be leased as a block 
because the sections complement each other while other land should be 
leased by individual sections, and 


WHEREAS, a careful examination of each block of state land together 
with a determination of which lands could be leased by individual sections 
peute result in more competitive bidding and substantial additional income 
to the state. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the state board of land commissioners, is hereby requested to 
carefully examine each block of state grazing land where the lease 
is issued for several sections to determine which land can be leased by 
individual section where the sections do not complement each other to the 
extent that if a single section were removed from the block, bidding would 
be curtailed on the remaining portion of land within that block. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that after this examination, the 
state board of land commissioners is requested to establish a policy of 
leasing state grazing land by single sections except in those cases where 
the removal of a key section would cause difficulty in leasing the remainder 
of the block of land. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the secretary of the senate is 
directed to send copies of this resolution to each member of the state board 
of land commissioners and to the commissioners of lands and investments.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE REQUESTING THAT THE LEGIS-

been examined with a view toward recodification since the establishment 
of the foundation program more than twenty years ago, and

have resulted in laws which are extremely complex, ambiguous, and dif-

WHEREAS, this complexity mitigates against a clear understanding 
of the laws by citizens, school boards, and school administrators, and 


WHEREAS, the lack of a clear understanding results in much time 
and effort being expended merely in comprehending and interpreting the 
laws of the state, and 


WHEREAS, a recodification could make the school laws of the state 
simple, clear, and much more workable, and 


WHEREAS, at the present time a major obstacle to voluntary consoli- 
dation or abandonment of school districts are the very complex procedures 
outlined in Montana laws for such consolidation or abandonment, and 


WHEREAS, Montana statutes pertaining to the establishment and 
operation of high schools are particularly ambiguous and conflicting. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the legislative council is hereby requested to undertake a limited 
recodification of Montana school laws with particular emphasis on the 
laws relating to consolidation or abandonment of school districts, and 
the laws relating to the establishment and operation of high schools.

WHEREAS, the Montana State Highway Department is the largest 
department of state government, and 


WHEREAS, the department annually spends millions of dollars for 
the construction and maintenance of highways in the state, and 


WHEREAS, decisions reached by the Highway Commission have a 
profound effect upon all citizens of the state and often affect vitally 
the economic structure of a particular community, and 


WHEREAS, in view of the fact that the highways of the state are 
constructed to last for many years, the decisions are of the greatest im- 
portance to all citizens of the state, and 


WHEREAS, because these decisions, once reached, are nearly irre- 
vocable, all citizens of the state should be allowed a reasonable hearing 
before the Commission, and 


WHEREAS, the Highway Commission is not responsive to the peo- 
ple, and, in fact, the appointive members of the Commission are not 
responsible to the people directly, and 


WHEREAS, it is the major responsibility of the legislative assem- 
bly to provide representation for all citizens of the state and to insure 
that their rights will be protected, and 


WHEREAS, due to the earmarked funds from the gasoline tax and 
the large amounts of federal funds available, the Highway Department 
has become a government unto itself with little or no accountability to 
the legislative assembly, and 


WHEREAS, if the legislative assembly did not very carefully exam- 
ine the policies and procedures of the Highway Department, the assem- 
bly would be grossly negligent in its duty to the people, and 


WHEREAS, during the Thirty-eighth Legislative Assembly a select 
committee of the Senate conducted a brief investigation of the Highway 
Department, and 


_ WHEREAS, this committee has compiled a great deal of information 
which could not, due to the time limitations, be properly evaluated and 
analyzed, and 


WHEREAS, if this information were properly evaluated and analyzed, 
the legislative assemply would be fulfilling its obligation to the citizens 
in the supervision of expenditures of tax revenues, and 


WHEREAS, Montana now ranks behind most, if not all, the fifty 
states in miles of interstate highway completed indicating that there is 
ample room for improvements. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Senate recognizes that it is their obligation to supervise 
the expenditure of state moneys, particularly where earmarked and fed- 
eral funds are involved. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Senate hereby requests the 
President to appoint three members, not more than two of which are of 
the same political party, to a Senate Committee to conduct a compre- 
hensive investigation of the Montana State Highway Department during 
the 1963-65 interim.

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a continuation of the investigation conducted by a select committee of 
the Senate during the 1963 legislative assembly, and that a written report 
of the findings, together with recommendations, shall be submitted to the 
Senate of the Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly.

for all high schools as set forth in sections 75-4518.1 and 175-3612, plus 
the amount of high school tuition. Such information shall be given to the 
state board of equalization who shall compute and determine the number 
of mills of a tax (herein called the basic high school tax) on the taxable 
value of all property within all the counties of the state which is cal- 
culated to produce the aforesaid sum of money.

A RESOLUTION CALLING FOR THE PROPER OFFICIALS OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO CON- 
DUCT AN INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION INTO THE HIGH- 
WAY DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE OF MONTANA. 


WHEREAS, there have been allegations of corruption and fraud in 
the Highway Department of the State of Montana made on the floor of 
the Senate; and 


WHEREAS, allegations and assumptions have been made which require 
thorough deliberation and consideration by those trained in making investi- 
gations; and 


WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of the executive branch of govern- 
ment through the duly elected and appointed officials of such branch of 
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government to investigate and if sufficient cause exists to institute pro- 
ceedings in the name of the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislative Assembly cannot by resolution extend 
its law-making powers or investigating powers beyond the 60th day, but 
can only act in the interim under specific statuatory authority; and 


WHEREAS, the Senate desires that such charges if true be prosecuted, 
but does not condone irresponsible charges and does not desire to usurp 
the powers and duties of the executive branch of government; and 


WHEREAS, the charges made by the Senator from Park County were 
presented specifically on the 60th Legislative day when the time for deli- 
beration and mature discussion is extremely limited; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the proper law enforcement officials are hereby requested to 
study the report of the Senate Highway Committee on Highway Investi- 
gations and to consult with any member of the Senate who may have in- 
formation or materials relative to the conduct of the Highway Department 
of the State of Montana, and we further urge the proper state officials 
to cooperate with all federal agencies, including the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to the end that any charges which have been levied against 
the Highway Department of the State of Montana be thoroughly and 
completely investigated and if sufficient evidence is uncovered to warrant 
prosecution, that such be instituted and if there is insufficient evidence 
to warrant prosecution that such be reported to the people of the State 
of Montana so that unjust accusations, if found to be such, do not damage 
innocent state officials; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the Governor of the State of Montana, the Attorney General 
of the State of Montana, the County Attorneys of the State of Montana and 
the United States Attorney for the State of Monana.
